“A special representative com- 
mittee " he continued, has been ap- 
pointed by the Canadian Medical 
Association to bring in recommen- 
dations concerning a public health 
program. Its report is not yet savail- 
able, he said. 

“I want to stress the responsibility 
to the public of the medica] profes- 
sion, and we must always empitasize 
our willingness to lend all efforts 
to making our services available for 
the widest public good.”

Combatting the spread of pot- | 
ato disease in Edmonton, officials

In addition to the inspection, lec- 
jtures will be given interested gar- | 
deners on the subject of virus dis- | 
j@ase in potatoes. The talks will be | 
delivered by John Marritt, of the/ 
plant pathology laboratory, and 
| Prof. Arthur Henry, of the Univer- 
sity. 

TEST PLOTS 


In order to carry out experi- 
mental work and to study potato 
diseases, the Society supplied test | 
potato plots in several sections of | 
the city. These plots were planted 
with government certified seed and 
also with uncertified seed gather- 
ed at random. Results will be com- 
pared during Saturday's inspections. 

“The public is cordially invited 
to be in attendance at any or all 
of these plots and in view of the 
prevalence of virus disease in this 
part of the country the educational 
value of this work cannot be over- 
emphasized,” Mr. Cardy said Thurs- 
day. “It will be appreciated if those 
planning to attend the lectures will 
arrange to be on hand promptly at 
the times stated in order to ensure 
the use of the full time allotted to| 
each visit.”

TORONTO, Sept. 9.—As the num- 
ber of infantile paralysis cases 
dwindled, medical authorities to- 
day expressed the belief cooler 
weather helped curb the spread of 
the disease which struck both east 
and west early in June. Since its 
advent the epidemic has claimed 56 
lives and afflicted more than 1,400 
persons throughout Canada 

Ontario with more than 1,250 
eases presents the most serious 
situation. Toronto district where 23 
persons died and London area 
where seven lives were taken were 
the centres attacked most severely 
by the germ 

Western Canada has recorded 
nearly 100 cases and six deaths 
More than 70 have been stricken in 
the Maritimes and Quebec and 
three have died. Turner Valley 
oil fields. south of Calgary, was 
another western point to take pre- 
cautions when town fathers decided 
to close schools.

night, sponsored by the Alberta 
section of the College of Physici- 
ans and Surgeons. 

“Members of the medica! profes- 
tion form only one-tenth of one per 
of the total population of 
Canada, and without support from 
the other 99 and nine-tent.s of the 
Canadien people the struggle against 
cancer cannot attain the maximum 
results,” he asserted. 


BANISH FEAR 

“It is important that there be no 
state of fear in the public mind 
concerning the nature of poliomye- 
lius, and therefore I have thought 
it wise to place all these facts be- 
fore Alberta citizens,” declared Dr 
M. R. Bow, deputy minister of 
health for the province and head of 
the Canadian public health associa- 
tion. who spoke on “The Epidemic 
of Spinal Paralysis.” 

Other speakers were Dr. T. H. 
Leggett, Ottawa, president of the 
Canadian Medica! Association, 
who brought greetings from his 
organization, and Dr. T. C. Rout- 
ley, secretary of the Canadian 
Medical Association, who urged 
support for Dr. McEachern's cro- 
sade for a concerted campaign 
against cancer by the laity and 
the medical profession.

One of the contractors engaged on highway 
construction stated there was “no comparison” 
between the work done by men hired in the 
ordinary way and men drawn from the relief 
lists. Many of the latter were not used to that 
kind of work. And by the time one relief draft 
got into physical condition to stand the work it 
was time for them to lay off and another draft 
to take on. 

The general effect of this testimony is some- 
what discouraging as to the practicability of em- 
ploying relief men on road construction, par- 
ticularly where they are employed for only short 
periods. Many such men are without experience 
in that line of work, have perhaps done little 
manual labor at all. And prolonged idleness 
leaves mén in a physical condition from which it 
takes some time to recover. 

Rotating men at intervals of a fortnight or so 
on road work does not seem to be a highly suc- 
cessful way of curing unemployment or building 
roads If they were employed continuously 
throughout the summer they would acquire skill 
and physical fitness, do more and better work, 
and with less hardship to themselves.

Submarine piracy in the Mediterranean has 
brought retribution British destroyers have 
been given instructions to trace end sink any 
pirate subs that attack British shipping, no mat- 
ter what nationality they are. That, and the 
statement of General Weygand, that the French 
army and navy are “ready for any occasion,” are 
that British and French patience with 
Fascist lies and intrusions is exhausted 

Time was when a nation’s word carried cre- 
dence. Today falsehood is held by Fascism to be 
a legitimate weapon. To bomb and torpedo neu- 
tral shipping and blame Spanish loyalists, fits in 
with Fascist tactics. “Sink the pirates no matter 
what flag they fly,” is the answer 

Probabilities are that the pirate sub which 
tried to torpedo H.M.S. Havock in the dark, is 
lying at the bottom of the Mediterranean. The 
sinking some hours later, at a point 70 miles to 
the north of the Havock attack, of a British tank- 
er, was probably an act of revenge by the consort 
destroyer. Submarines usually hunt in pairs. 

A depth charge is a terrible thing to endure. 
The force of a bomb explosion at depth, even at 
a distance of hundreds of yards, opens seams, 
starts air leaks and shatters the delicate instru- 
ments by which submarines navigate under 
water. One despatch asserts the Havock dropped 
five depth-charges, which were followed by the 
appearance of oil on the surface. They would 
be dropped at intervals as the vessel at high 
speed described a circle round the submerging 
point. The aim is to place a depth-bomb near the 
fleeing sub, whichever way she might run. 

“Coalboxes,” as they were known in the days 
of the Great War, are terrible weapons. A friend 
who was on a patrol vessel in the North Sea, tells 
of running from one that had been dropped by 
accident. .Though some distance away at the time 
the charge exploded, he says it seemed as if the 
whole bottom of the ship was being shattered. 
They will be no less powerful now,

NEARLY 35 YEARS 

Caflada's venture into commercial aviation 
comes appreciably nearer with the announce- 
ment that three of the ten-passenger transport 
planes will soon be brought from California to 
Vancouver. 

The project will be commenced under the 
most favorable auspices. Aviation is out of the 
pioneering and in the refining stage. The ex- 
perience of all the years since 1903, when the 
Wright brothers made their first flight, is avail- 
able to the directors and pilots of Transcanada 
Airlines. 

The knowledge of Canada’s great Northland 
pilots who have been bucking Arctic and Sub- 
arctic conditions in the routine of flying to far 
north mining camps will be at the disposal of 
the new line 

The lessons learned in the United States in 
the development of regular transport flights 
under conditions similar to those that will be 
encountered in Canada are well known, It is no 
longer a pardonable fault for an airplane to be 
piled up on a mountain 

The development of aviation has been 
astounding. Less than a dozen years after the 
first successful flight the device was being used 
as a deadly arm of warfare. 

It is now nearly 35 years since Orville Wright 
made the world’s first controlled flight in a 
power-driven airplane. He was in the air 58 
seconds. What enormous strides have been made 
since is shown time and again with such 
astonishing performances at 5,000-mile trips, 
over oceans, across the Pole, and daily services 
spanning continents. 

Canada looks forward with lively anticipa- 
tion to the establishment of the new trans-conti- 
nental service in the belief that all the knowl- 
edge of the past 35 years will be used to establish 
and maintain a notable record of performance 
and that it long will be able to boast a service 
without one tragedy.—Vancouver News-Herald.

Rt. Hon. Ernest Lapointe was shocked by 
revolutionary speeches in Hyde Park, London, 
but he is convinced that the British policy of non- 
interference is a wise one.

A Day in Canadian History
